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Inaugural Address 


March 31, 1958 


Members of the Honorable Council, Reverend Father Murtagh, 
Reverend Neilson, former Mayor Bergeron, my fellow citizens of 
Berlin, and guests from out of town whom we are honored to have 
with us tonight. 


We, whom the citizens of Berlin have elected as their city 
officers for the next biennium, have assembled here this evening 
for the purpose of receiving the oath of office, and to enter upon 
the duties of our respective offices—for the discharge of which 
we shall be held responsible to the citizens of Berlin for the next 


two years. 


We all join together in expressing our thanks for the confidence 
in us which you have manifested by your votes at the last election. 
For my part, I realize how I will have to exert myself to match 
your gratifying vote. 


Before I continue, I would like to have you meet two persons 
who could have very easily stayed home on election day with good 
reasons, but who chose instead to come out and vote in the middle 
of a New Hampshire winter. They tell me they voted for me, but 
that is not the point. They voted. .. Please join with me in salut- 
ing with your applause two of our older citizens. They are 92. 
Mrs. Chasse and Mr. Rousseau of Ward One. At this time I 
present to you, Mrs. Chasse and Mr. Rousseau. 


During my campaign I presented to you some views regarding 
the operation of the functions of most of our city departments. To 
repeat all of them at this time would result in an unnecessary long 
address. I would like, however, to speak to you briefly about some 
of our problems which I consider most important. 


Let me start with our Public Works Department. Here we have 
a department that spends a very large part of our annual budget. 
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During the last two months, February and March, the Public 
Works Department has spent over One Hundred and Thirty-Six 
Thousand Dollars more than was appropriated for the same period 
last year. This amount represents unexpected expenses due to 
the severe winter that brought to us more snow than Berlin has 
had for more than fifty years—for the purchase of a snow loader, 
several side-walk plows and other equipment, along with increased 
payroll expenses. This is an additional expense that must be paid 
through this year’s appropriation. 


In the face of this problem, I can assure you that we will do all 
that we can to maintain our present rate of employment in the 
Department of Public Works. 


In that department the matter of assignment of responsibility in 
connection with particular pieces of equipment should be given 
our immediate attention so as to promote greater economy, 
efficiency and morale among the employees. 


A new problem to face our Public Works Department is that of 
repairs to the YMCA Bridge. The cost is not yet determined. I 
have already contacted the State Highway Department along with 
your city engineer for the assistance of their bridge engineers. 


I would like to make a brief reference to our school problem. 
Before bonding our city for the new addition to the Brown School, 
I believe that a study of the effects of the present business and 
employment conditions should be studied thoroughly to determine 
whether the addition is absolutely necessary at this time in order 
to maintain for Berlin, adequate facilities, so that we will have as 
good, if not better, school system as any other city in the State. 


I believe that removing the polls from the Bartlett School to the 
old armory will provide additional room facilities at little expense, 
and eliminate the traffic problem in the Bartlett School vicinity on 
election days. 


I have great confidence that the committee I advocated during 
my campaign to suggest and advise your city government regard- 
ing city affairs will be of great benefit to our community. I will 
appoint such a committee at a very early date. 
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I plan to hold regular office hours at the City Hall at a time to 
be announced, and I hereby invite every man, woman and child in 
the city to consider that they have a permanent invitation to come 
to see me at any time. 


You will find me with open ears and an understanding heart 
ready to listen to any problem that might arise. This is especially 
true in so far as public employees are concerned. 


In conclusion, I wish to say that, as a matter of good business, I 
am strongly opposed to any department exceeding its appropri- 
ation. It is so easy to spend public money. 


I will endeavor to be kept constantly informed as to Depart- 
ments’ expenditures. 


I ask the members of the city council to join with me so that 
the affairs of our city can be conducted at all times within our 
income. 


In closing my remarks, let me say that I believe the people of 
Berlin should attend the meetings of their Mayor and City Council 
as often as possible—to observe and have a better understanding 
as to how their elected officials manage the affairs of their city. 


There is no need of extending an invitation to the members of 
the Press. I know that they will cover those meetings—as they 
should.

To His Honor, the Mayor, and Members of the City Council: 


Working together for better schools has literally been the theme 
of the 1958-1959 school year. It has been a challenging year, not 
without its problems, certainly, but through the generous co- 
operation of all, it has been a satisfying and progressive year. 


In retrospect, a review of the continuous progress of our instruc- 
tional program and other constructive innovations during the year, 
directed toward a more smoothly operating school system, indicate 
that some milestones have been reached and others are nearing 
approach. 


Education is a complex process. There is no simple definition 
of “a good school” that will apply to all communities. We do know, 
however, that the following are among the major elements of an 
effective school system: 

1. A clearly defined and sound set of educational goals. 


a. Your Board and school administrators have completed a 
manual outlining the duties, responsibilities, goals, and 
privileges of our school system. 


b. The teaching staff of the Junior and Senior High have 
completed an evaluation to determine our effectiveness in 
terms of our objectives. Our school will also be evaluated 
this spring by a committee from the New England Second- 
ary Schools and Colleges Association, Approval from this 
group means much to our graduates who plan to enter some 
college. 


c. Our teachers in the elementary grades have completed a 
curriculum guide outlining the outcomes and objectives of 
each subject area in each grade. 
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2. A balanced program planned for all learners. 


Standardized tests are given to determine the relative accom- 
plishment of each pupil and class. The results of these tests, in 
addition to the teacher’s knowledge of the pupils, serve as the 
basis for adapting the teaching methods, materials and amount 
of time needed, to each class and pupil. Pupils of approximate- 
ly equal accomplishment are grouped together. Those who 
show unusual ability follow an enriched program to stimulate 
them to greater accomplishments. 


We do have a group of slow learners as does every commu- 
nity. It is this group which receives limited special help. It is 
this group to whom school is an unsatisfying experience. They 
cannot keep up with the normal progress of their class and as 
a result they pose behavior problems both in school and out, 
and drop out of school at their first opportunity. It is for this 
group that we need at least one special class in the primary 
grades. Most cities provide these special classes for the slow 
learner and the results have been good, 


3. A corps of competent, qualified teachers. 


Our teaching staff is without question the strongest asset in 
our school system. Our teachers are experienced, well-trained 
in their teaching field, and the quality of the type of student 
they turn out is of the best. A high percentage of our graduates 
continue their education beyond high school and do well. The 
graduates in the vocational curriculum are placed in good job 
opportunities or make good use of their specialized skills in 
the armed forces. 


Many of our teachers continue to attend graduate schools 
for professional study so as to improve themselves. In order to 
retain this staff we must keep abreast with other communities 
in salaries and working conditions. 


4. A competent administrative staff offering supervisory and 
special services. 

Our administrative staff, consisting of the Superintendent of 
Schools, the Principals of the various school units, the secre- 
taries, and the attendance officer continue to provide effective 
leadership in such areas as: curriculum study, in-service train- 
ing for teachers, research in enrollment trends, selection, pur- 
chase and maintenance of equipment, child accounting and 
attendance laws, budgeting and fiscal accounting, payrolls, and 
ordering and delivery of supplies.

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The serious weakness is the lack of a full time guidance 
supervisor to administer and interpret our standardized tests 


and to counsel students. 


Varied and modern instructional materials. 

Much progress has been made to supply the teachers and 
pupils with the necessary tools to insure the best results, Our 
basic textbooks are now up-to-date and supplementary teach- 
ing aids are well on the way to being supplied as they are 
needed. During the past year a Junior High Science Laboratory 
was constructed and equipped that answered a long needed 
necessity, During the coming year a Biology Laboratory must 
be constructed in order to adequately meet even the minimum 
standards of the science curriculum. 


Sufficient well-designed buildings and equipment. 


With the 7-room addition to the Brown School and the addi- 
tion to the Auto Shop at the High School our major needs for 
new buildings are fulfilled. Both projects came none too soon. 
As pointed out in last year’s report, the increased enrollment 
necessitated additional classrooms at the elementary level and 
the anticipated enrollment figures have held up during ‘the 
present school year. It was predicted that 1,400 pupils would 
be in our schools and at the time this report is written, we 
have 1,395 pupils enrolled. 

It is in the matter of upkeep and replacement of equipment 
that we are far behind. Every effort has been made to keep 
the cost of maintenance at a minimum consistent with true 
economy but allowing buildings to depreciate thousands of 
dollars in order to save a hundred dollars is not economy. As 
reported last year, major repairs to all buildings are necessary. 
The exteriors of all buildings should be cleaned, waterproofed, 
and pointed; the electrical system at the Junior High, Senior 
High, and Marston School equalized in load; the program of 
installing new light fixtures in classrooms completed; the 
foundation of the gym strengthened; outside steps repaired; 
some of our instructional equipment overhauled; and, in 
general, our buildings made more fire-proof, 


Berlin can be proud of the general cleanliness, orderliness, 
and condition of its school buildings. These conditions will 
compare favorably with those found in similar buildings in al- 
most any city. Few school systems can show a more efficient 
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group of janitors than are found in Berlin. In addition to the 
usual janitorial services, they do practically all of the necessary 
carpentry, painting, varnishing, repairs on furniture, minor 
plumbing, and electrical repairs. 


7. Adequate financing. 


Keeping costs down as enrollment increases is one of the 
hardest tasks of the Board. In the elementary grades alone 
enrollment has increased 24% since 1955. Besides a decided 
increase in enrollment, prices of equipment, labor, and instruc- 
tional material have also greatly increased. The best single 
measure of the cost of education is the cost per pupil enrolled. 
The total school assessment tells only half of the story until 
you know how many people receive the benefit of such an 
expenditure. For example, in 1955 the net cost per pupil to the 
city was $307.43 while in 1958 it is $309.37 with the total enroll- 
ment increasing from 1,112 to 1,395. 


The school budget for 1958 as prepared by the Board was 
decreased approximately $12,000 by vote of the Mayor and City 
Council. This meant the postponement of many of the major 
repairs, Some of these repairs had to be made in the heating 
system and some had already been made before the final ap- 
proval of the budget was given in late August, 1958. It was, 
virtually impossible to meet our obligations and still remain 
within our budget. We must face the fact that increased enroll- 
ment, increased prices for goods and labor, and neglected 
repairs to buildings mean an increase in the budget. 


This report would not be complete without expressing our appre- 
ciation to the members of the staff for their support and coopera- 
tion, and particularly to Mr. Lawrence Dwyer, Principal of Berlin 
High, to Mr. Richard Bradley, Assistant Principal, and to Miss 
Grace Johnston, secretary to the Superintendent, whose able and 
untiring efforts have made it far easier for Mr. Arthur E. Toll to 
assume his duties as Superintendent of Schools. 
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We also wish to express our sincere appreciation to the Mayor 
and Members of the City Council, to the other city departments, 
and to the many individual citizens who have aided us with their 


support and cooperation.

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Report of Fire Department 


PUBLIC SAFETY 


I hereby submit the annual report of the Berlin Fire Department 
for the year ending January 31, 1959. 


During the year the department answered 364 calls: 133 calls for 
fires to buildings and contents; 19 fires to mills or shops; 20 calls 
to grass or brush fires; 14 calls to dump or rubbish fires; 15 calls 
to automobile fires; 16 false alarms; and 42 miscellaneous calls 
such as locked doors, removing ice from public buildings roofs, 
pumping water from cellars, etc. The department ambulance was 
called 105 times. 


The department apparatus travelled 948.8 miles and worked 185 
hours and 41 minutes on the above calls and used the following 
equipment and material: 4,150 feet of 2%4-inch hose; 1,650 feet of 
1%-inch hose; 13,190 feet of 34-inch hose (booster pump lines) ; 
23,326 gallons of water from booster tanks; 1,451 feet of ladders; 
36 pounds of extinguisher dry powder; the smoke ejector was used 
7 times; lighting units 7 times; indian pumps 11 times; and the 
chimney weight 5 times. 

During the year the department received its new FWD pumper 
and the men are well pleased with its performance. Hills are no 
longer a problem during bad weather. 


If the department is to continue with the Ambulance service, 
something must be done immediately to have the present am- 
bulance replaced as it is obsolete and dangerous to operate. 


On January 3lst, I was retired from the department under the 
State Firemen’s Retirement System and want to take this oppor- 
tunity to thank the men of the department for their faithful service 
to me and the City. I also sincerely thank the Mayor, Members 
of the City Council, the Police Department and all other depart- 
ments of the City government and the residents of the City for 
their cooperation and favors during my term as fire chief.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and City Council 
City of Berlin, New Hampshire 
Gentlemen: 


We submit herewith the thirty-fourth annual report of the 
Board of Water Commissioners for the year 1958. 

The heavy building program which has kept your water depart- 
ment busy for the past several years has slacked up to some extent 
this year. 

Beginning with the year 1954 through 1957, an average of 100 
new houses each year were added to the system. This year, only 
45 were added. Most of the houses were in newly developing areas 
requiring the extension of additional water mains. Not only has 
construction been confined to the gravity supply levels, but has 
extended into levels higher than our reservoir system can supply. 
Servicing of these high areas has required the construction of 
another new booster pumping station which was built on Hill 
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Street at the corner of Second Avenue. Water for the station is 
taken from a 2-inch line extending from Harding Street along 
Second Avenue to Hill Street. Next year we plan to replace the 
2-inch pipe with a 6-inch cast iron water pipe, a distance of 700 ft. 

Long term replacement of the Ammonoosuc pipe line was con- 
tinued for the second year. An additional 1,000 feet of 20-inch pipe 
was laid, now making a total of 4,000 feet out of the total of 
27,000 feet between Godfrey dam and the filter plant. This amounts 
to about 14 percent of the total distance and cost $67,000.00. 

To accentuate the giant problem confronting us in the rebuilding 
of this line, it might be of interest to note that the original cost of 
the line was $100,000.00 back in 1927. We estimate present cost of 
replacement to be $475,000.00. 

In addition to the 27,000 feet of wooden pipe line between God- 
frey dam and the filter plant, we have an additional 13,000 feet 
extending to School Street. During the past ten years 5,725 feet 
has been replaced with cast iron pipe. We plan to replace 1,450 
feet more this coming year leaving a balance of 5,825 feet. 

Other improvement during the year consisted of 2,731 feet of 
new water mains and service lines for 45 new houses. 


1957 Bond Issue $200,000.00 


Our $200,000.00 improvement bond issue of 1957 has been prac- 
tically all spent. $107,000.00 has been used on the Ammonoosue 
pipe line and $70,000.00 on new construction, leaving a balance of 
$27,000.00, which we have earmarked for the Ammonoosuc pipe 
line next year. 

We close the year with $900.00 outstanding in uncollected water 
bills out of a total commitment of $161,000.00 which we attribute 
to the local strike, as compared to less than $100.00 in previous 
years. 

Bank balance January Ist was $56,220.73 of which $27,000.00 is 
the remaining unspent portion of the 1957 bond issue. 


Bonds 


We paid $50,000.00 principal on bonds. $20,000.00 on the 1957 
issue and $30,000.00 on the 1925 issue, leaving a balance of $180,000 
and $60,000.00 respectively on these issues.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Board of Water Commissioners, 
Berlin, New Hampshire 


Gentlemen: 


The year started off in early January with a break in the 14-inch 
main line along the Jericho road in front of No. 232. Water 
pressure dropped from 118 pounds to 40 pounds in City building 
at 1:30 am. By 4:00 a.m. the entire staff were out trying des- 
perately to locate the cause of the pressure drop. By 7:00 a.m. all 
transmission lines on the outskirts of the City had been patrolled 
without results. The temperature was 14 degrees fah. below zero 
and a 40-mile gale was blowing, so that our listening devices were 
of no help. More than two-thirds of the city was without water. 
Schools were ordered closed, and a bucket brigade was being 
carried on at the hospital. Still baffled, we decided to begin closing 
off various sections of the city. This was a big problem due to 
the fact that three sources of water supply are gridironed together. 
In many instances it was necessary to close as many as ten main 
valves under ice and snow to accomplish the closing off of one 
city section. Nevertheless, we proceeded with the help of hot 
water, steam, and air compressors. By five o’clock of the same 
day we had located the area in which the break was situated. By 
nine o'clock, the section had been shut off and all other parts of 
the city back to normal. The problem now was to locate the 
broken water main through four feet or more of frozen ground 
with no water showing upon the surface. The search continued 
for thirty-six more hours of continuous excavating over 3,000 feet 
of highway. We were finally rewarded by breaking through into 
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an underground cavity. The water had undermined the pavement 
and had been coming up underneath and into a manhole, thence 
flowing through the sewer line into the river. Finally, sixty hours 
later, the leak was repaired and our water system functioning 
normally. 

This was another year of ampie water supply. Water consump- 
tion increased about 5 percent. Total amount was 1,124,567,000 
gallons. The Riverside auxiliary ground-water pumping station 
furnished 78,542,000 gallons and amounts to about 7 percent of the 
total. Cost amounted to $34.00 per million gallons to pump. 

We now have seven booster pumping stations, four chiorinating 
plants, and one auxiliary pumping plant. Round trip to these 
stations amounts to eighteen miles. All plants are visited daily, 
and oftentimes twice daily. Maintenance of these plants is now 
slightly more than a one-man job. 

Water main extensions have not been so great this year. Slightly 
over a half mile of new water mains were laid into expanding 
areas. 

Fifty-eight old services were relaid to the property line and 
much repair work was done on water lines needing replacement. 

Precipitation this year was 38.42 inches, and normal for the year‘ 
Precipitation for the past decade has been three to seven inches 
below normal yearly. 

A costly break in a 12-inch cast iron pipe line under the Dummer 
yard bark pile added to our expenses for the year. The break 
occurred in the late fall. After three day of excavating to depths 
of forty feet in several areas, we were obliged to abandon our hunt 
and lay a new 12-inch line around the bark pile, a distance of 
600 feet. 

Other activities of the department were carried on as usual, and 
monies spent as shown in the following financial report. 

The proposed budget for next year is attached further on in this 
report and explains in detail how we propose to operate this com- 
ing year. 

In closing, I wish to thank the Water Board, Fire Department, 
Public Works Department, and other departments of the city 
together with the members of our department for the fine co- 
operation extended to me during the year.

City of Berlin, New Hampshire 
Gentlemen: 


I have examined the balance sheet of the Berlin Water Works 
as at December 31, 1958, and the related statement of income for 
the year then ended. My examination was made in accordance 
with generally accepted auditing standards and included such tests 
of the accounting records and such other auditing procedures as 
I considered necessary in the circumstances, except as follows: 


In conformity with prior practice, the earnings for the year in- 
clude only charges accumulated at the regular billing dates, and 
unbilled revenue at December 31, 1958 has not been accrued. Also, 
a check of the 1959 invoice files indicate approximately $1,600 of 
1958 invoices which have not been included in accounts payable in 
this report. As in prior years, the value of insurance premiums 
unexpired at December 31, 1958 are not included in the balance 
sheet. 


My examination did not include a detailed check of meter read- 
ings and service records supporting the billings to customers. I 
was not present at the taking of the physical inventories of ma- 
terials and supplies, but I verified the mathematical accuracy of 
the inventory submitted to me. 


In my opinion, subject to the foregoing exceptions, the accom- 
panying balance sheet and statement of income present fairly the 
financial condition of the Berlin Water Works as at December 31, 
1958, and the results of its operations for the year then ended, in 
conformity with generally accepted accounting principles applied 
on a basis consistent with that of the preceding year.

We offer our sincere thanks to the Elks Club of Berlin for their 
help in providing a program that will, in time, help all schools in 
the area to field better teams, and above all, to teach better 
sportsmanship. 


Junior High School Basketball League 


With the help of the four Junior High Schools in the Berlin- 
Gorham area, it was possible to set in motion for another year the 
Junior High School Basketball League, which provides an outlet 
to the players coming from the Elks Biddy League and going to 
the high school leagues. This league is the link that was missing 
in years past. The Department realizes this and hopes to continue ' 
to build this league on stronger and firmer conditions than in the 
past two years so that it may function without any delays in 
schedule. Now that the Department has its own building, a pro- 
gram now can be set in motion without any delays to any school 
in the area. Gorham, St. Patrick, Berlin Junior High and Notre 
Dame High make up the league. 


Improving and Maintaining Recreational Areas 


The Department is deeply honored to have such a fine crew of 
three men who can and did maintain to the highest degree all 
recreational areas in Berlin so that they were available to the 
public at a moment’s notice. They cared for and seeded all grass 
areas belonging to the city, including Community and Memorial 
Fields. 

To these three men must go a great deal of credit for the amount 
of time and planning they put into the maintenance of the parks 
and playgrounds. 

The accomplishments of the Department were many during the 
past year. Among them were: 

Seeding playing areas. 
Painting all playground equipment. 
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Painting and repairing the old armory (Recreation Building). 

Cutting grass on all ball fields and parks. 

Setting and repairing the little league fences. 

Setting up and repairing the skating and hockey rinks. 

Worked with the City electrician in the installation of 
Christmas decorations. 

Built the Nativity scene for the Chamber of Commerce. 

Installed bandstand for many occasions. 

Prepared, set up, and took care of Annual Drum Corps com- 
petition (Local 75 Labor Day celebration). 

Furnished and installed public address system for various clubs 
and celebrations. 

Prepared and rolled football field for school games. 

Assisted other city departments when needed. 

Built new rink at Berlin Mills, corner of Twelfth and Norway 
Streets. 

Put up new fence on Green Street play area. 

Assisted in caring for plants on Green Square and Main 
Street, in front of Strand Theatre. 


Skating 


Berlin maintains seven skating rinks that provide many happy 
hours of good outdoor activity for the young and old of our city. 
Not many cities, our size, in New England, maintain seven rinks 
with three men to do the work necessary to have the best possible 
skating under good and bad conditions. 

Much time and money go into these seven areas in order to have 
them being used daily by so many children and adults. Berlin is 
one of the few cities that provides night skating with the best of 
lighting for all. A daily check is made of all rinks to see if flood- 
ing is necessary. 

One of the Department’s biggest problems is the trouble of 
hockey and skating at the same time. We all realize that both of 
these at the same time do not make for healthy exercise, as some- 
one in either group is subject to danger. With the help of the 
Police Department, WKCB, and the Berlin Reporter the public 
is asked to co-operate by telling their children of the danger 
involved. 

The Department wishes to thank all those who co-operated in 
helping to provide for safety in the rinks. 
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Civic Orchestra 


The Civic Orchestra, under the capable direction of Mr. Joseph 
Richardson, director of music at Berlin High School, has been a 
program that has the full backing of the Commission and Director 
of Recreation. 

This group meets each Tuesday evening in the music room in 
the Berlin Junior High School. The annual Spring Concert was a 
success. Over 100 people attended. 

Anyone wishing to become a member of this fine musical organ- 
ization is asked to contact the office of the Recreation Director 
(2010), or Mr. Joseph Richardson at Berlin Junior High School. 

The Commission and Director wish to thank the members of the 
School Board of Education, Mr. Arthur Toll, and Mr. Lawrence 
Dwyer for their assistance in providing the music room for this 
organization. 


Brown Company Band 


The Brown Company Band, under the leadership of Mr. Miccuci, 
director of music, at Groveton High School, gave three concerts 
this year at the War Memorial Park. The Commission felt that ‘it 
would be better to hold the band concerts in that locality because 
of the heavy traffic and rail conditions at Community Field. This 
change proved a good one because it gave the members of the 
band a chance to get together in the Recreation Building before 
concert time. 


It is hoped that in the near future the Department can increase 
the number of concerts from three to five. 


The Commission appreciates the fine work and long hours that 
go into this program and at this time wishes to express its thanks 
to all the members of the Band and to Brown Company for their 
assistance. 


Sliding Areas 


The Department of Recreation provided six sliding areas in the 
city limits, and with the help of the Public Works Commissioner 
these were approved by the City Council. Proper signs and road 
blocks were provided for the protection of the children in each 
area. Every ward in the city had at least one sliding area. Many 
more are needed, but as yet we can not provide them because the 
locations are not available.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


To His Honor, the Mayor, the City Council and the Members of 
the Board of Health: 


I herewith have the honor and privilege to submit the city’s 
forty-eighth annual report of the Health Department activities for 
the year ending December 31, 1958. 


Permit me to acknowledge with sincere appreciation the unend- 
ing support and cooperation received; and also profound interest 
taken by you, Mr. Mayor, members of the City Council, the Public 
Health Committee, and the members of the Board of Healh. 


I wish to acknowledge also the splendid cooperation received 
from the members of the medical and dental profession; the hos- 
pital, official and un-official organizations and social agencies, 
school officials, the press, the radio, the public spirited citizens, and 
last but not least, the loyal staff. 


DEPARTMENTAL FUNCTIONS 
1. Medical Service 


1. VENEREAL DISEASE. The control of all such diseases can 
best be accomplished through the cooperation of all physicians 
and citizens of the City of Berlin. Information regarding all 
cases remains strictly confidential; such as required by state 
statute. 


2. TUBERCULOSIS CONTROL PROGRAM 


The Department of Health and the New Hampshire Tuber- 
culosis Association maintain a cooperative program for the 
control of tuberculosis. 


The program centers around the work of the chest diagnostic 
clinics and the important follow-up services for supervision 
and treatment of patients. 


TB clinics were held during 1958 on April 16 and October 31. 
These clinics were held in the Health Department Rooms in 
the City Hall. The New Hampshire Tuberculosis Association’s 
Medical Director, Dr. Robert B. Kerr was the examining physi- 
cian. Chest x-rays were taken by the association’s x-ray techni- 
cian, Eugene R. Alden, of all persons attending the clinics. The 
X-ray equipment is portable and brought to the clinics. The 
chest x-ray films taken are the usual hospital measurements. 
Persons attending the clinics included: referrals by physicians 
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and public health officials of suspicious cases, persons in con- 
tact with known TB cases, rechecks of arrested cases and 
positive reactors to the tuberculin tests in the tuberculin test- 
ing program carried out in the public and parochial schools by 
public health nurses of the Department of Health. 


In the tuberculin testing program conducted by the Depart- 
ment of Health nurses during the Spring months of the year, 
a total of 365 students in the public and parochial schools were 
given tuberculin tests. Nine of these children presented positive 
reactions, indicating receipt of tuberculosis infection. These 
children were subsequently chest x-rayed at the TB clinic and 
parents were informed as to the findings and need for treat- 
ment and care. 


- IMMUNIZATIONS. For immunizations see section D under 
Administrative functions. 

NOTE: Emergency biologicals are stored at the Health Depart- 
ment and are available, at cost, to all physicians of this city. 


. NURSING SERVICE 


A. District Nursing—The City of Berlin is divided into two 
separate districts, namely District No. 1 and District No. 2. 
We have 2 district nurses servicing the entire community. 
District Nurses assist the physicians at all Maternal and 
Child Health Clinics and all other immunization clinics 
sponsored by the Health Department.

Public School nursing ser- 
vice is under the supervision of the Berlin Board of 
Education—Total enrollment under the supervision of the 
Public School Nurse is 1,397 students. 


D. Clinics 


A. Baby Clinics—These clinics are held weekly, on Thurs- 
day afternoons, at 1:30 p.m. at the Health Department. 
50 clinics were held during the year with a total of 945 
babies attending (ages 1 week to 1 year). 
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B. Pre-School Clinics—These clinics are held monthly on 
the first Tuesday at 1:30 p.m. at the Health Department. 
12 clinics were held during 1958 with a total of 539 pre- 
school children attending (ages 1 year to school age). 


CHILD HYGIENE—The importance of the work of a group 
of ladies known as “THE BERLIN CHILD HYGIENE AS- 
SOCIATION” can hardly be overestimated from the stand- 
point of child health in this city. These ladies give of their 
time and energy to help foster better health for our children. 
Both baby and pre-school clinics owe their existence to this 
voluntary organization which provides, in cooperation with the 
Berlin Health Department, medical supervision at the clinics 
for children from birth to school age. 

It is with pleasure that we include herewith the financial 
statement of the Berlin Child Hygiene Association for the year 
ending December 31, 1958.

Attending physicians were: Dr. Anna L. Philbrook, 
Psychiatrist, and Dr. Ursula Sanders, Pediatrician. 


- CRIPPLED CHILDREN’S SERVICES 


A. Orthopedic Treatment Center—Conducted at the Health 
Department. These clinics are under the direction of Miss 
Mary Bullock, physiotherapist, State of New Hampshire 
Health Department, assisted by the staff of the local Health 
Department.

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B. Orthopedic Clinic—Held every 3 months at the St. Louis 
Hospital. Said clinics are under the direction of Dr. Howard 
Halfman, Orthopedic Specialist, assisted by members of the 
staff of the State Health Department. Appointments to 
the clinics are made by the Berlin Health Department. 


COMMUNICABLE DISEASE CONTROL—Although many 
measures may be used for the control of communicable diseases, 
all of them may be classified under the headings: 

1. Preventing spread of the disease. 

2. Increasing the resistance of the new host. 

3. Minimizing the ill effects of cases that have not been pre- 
vented. 


Each of these measures is largely complementary to the other 
two; combination of them constitutes the usual control pro- 
gram and applied to any specific disease. However, prompt 
reporting is desirable and thus by eliminating the source of 
infection can the spread be curbed. Other measures of isolation 
and quarantine, as required by state statute, for infected per- 
sons, are followed whenever the need exists. (e. g. exclusion 
from school and the required issuance of re-admission certi- 
ficates). Whenever necessary, laboratory methods are used to 
determine the necessary period of isolation. 


SIGHT CONSERVATION—This program continues with the 
cooperation of the Berlin Lions Club and the New Hampshire 
State Sight Conservation Program. 30 individuals were assisted 
by this program in 1958. 


II. INSPECTION AND CONTROL SERVICES 


FOOD INSPECTION 


A. Milk, Cream, Ice Cream, Cheese Products. Analysis of these 
dairy products requires constant impartial watchfulness. 
The bacteria counts of milk distributed in this city have 
been very good. Important also is the periodic inspection 
of farms and dairies. This department is indebted to Mr. 
Arthur Mayo, State Health Inspector for the Northern 
District, for the splendid cooperation received in all phases 
of Public Health in Berln.

B. Restaurant Inspection. The main problem under this head- 


ing concerns strict sanitation with particular attention to 
food served the restaurant patron. The persons partaking 
of food dispensed include a large fraction of the total 
population of this city, and all of them depend on the ability 
of the dispenser plus whatever inspection service provided 
by the Health Department. 

There are a total of 59 eating and drinking establishments 
in the City of Berlin. These establishments are inspected 


regularly. 


C. Markets. Businesses handling meat and meat products, fish 


and poultry must be held to high standards of sanitation. 
Exposure to flies, dust or other contamination, cleanliness 
of the premises and personnel; proper refrigeration and 
like are required by state statute. There are 61 markets or 
confectionery stores within the limits of the City of Berlin. 


2. SANITARY ENGINEERING 


A. Water Supply. City and private water supplies were bac- 


teriologically and chemically analyzed periodically to insure 
clean and safe water for the community. 


B. Sewage Disposal. The greater part of the city’s sewage is 


disposed of by means of sanitary sewer system, maintained 
by the Public Works Department. Several sewage outlets 
are still wide open and therefore offer excellent sources of 
infection with communicable diseases. 


C. Insect and Rodent Control. The department has available, 


for sale at cost, various types of insecticides for effective 
control of insects and rodents. 

During 1958, the Public Works Department inaugurated 
a “Sanitary Land Fill’ method of disposing refuse and 
garbage. This department was called upon to conduct a rat 
exterminating program at the City dump. With the help 
and cooperation of the Public Works Department and em- 
ployees, a toxic poison was used and two separate applica- 
tions were conducted at the dump site. The results were 
excellent—the rat population is currently well controlled at 
the city dump. 
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3 ABATEMENT OF NUISANCES. Nuisances as such consti- 
tute a miscellaneous group of conditions usually called “com- 
plaints received.” Insects, odors from garbage, sewage, animal 
pens, pollution of streams or shores, refuse collection, industrial 
complaints, objectional vapors and gasses and excessive noise 
include the most frequent nuisances. The department received 
60 such complaints, as listed above.

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Report of Library Trustees 


To His Honor, the Mayor, the City Council of the City of Berlin, 
New Hampshire. 


Gentlemen: 


The Board of Trustees of the Berlin Public Library herewith 
submit its annual report, together with the Treasurer’s statement 
and the Librarian’s report. 


We are pleased, to report an increase in our circulation of about 
three thousand books over the year 1957. Nine hundred new books 
were added, and among these a large purchase of children’s books 
for the Juvenile Department. This department is crowded with 
young readers, and the demand for science books is increasing 
every day, which we feel is very encouraging, and the demand 
should be filled. A decided increase in adult reading is evidenced 
by the many readers who are returning for books. Our reference 
work has definitely increased, due to the many new fields of 
scientific studies, which necessitates the library to have sufficient 
reference books. This year we added two sets of World Book 
Encyclopedias, one for the Adult Department and one for the 
Children’s Department. Telephone calls play a large part in 
reference work. 


Our Librarian, Mrs. Lottie Sheridan, attended a State Librarian’s 
Meeting at the State Library in Concord, with Mrs. Mildred 
McKay presiding. Also in October, a Neighborhood meeting was 
held in Lancaster. These meetings are very instructive and helpful 
suggestions are offered. Mr. Leo Bagley, our Trustee, attended a 
Trustees meeting in Laconia. 


The New Hampshire Federation of Woman’s Clubs awarded a 
scholarship to Mrs. Eva Vogel, of the Library staff, for Library 
Summer School 1958, at the University of New Hampshire. This 
was a four year summer course, which Mrs. Vogel completed in 
three summers, and received her certificate, with excellent grades. 
Mrs. Vogel, expresses her appreciation to the Woman’s Club of 
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Berlin, who sponsored her for this scholarship. To Mrs. Vogel and 
the library, this course has proved very beneficial. 


In March, the Library celebrated “National Library Week,” 
with special fliers, and book displays, also radio broadcasts and 
newspaper write-ups. The Staff and Trustees wish to thank 
W K CB and the Berlin Reporter for assisting in making this 
week a huge success. A box was placed outside the library for 
“Forgiveness Day” and many long overdue and supposedly lost 
books were returned. 


Children’s Book Week, an important week in November, was 
celebrated with the purchase of about three hundred new books. 
These books were beautifully displayed on decorated tables, by 
Miss Julia Laffin, our Children’s Librarian. The slogan for 1958 
was “Explore With Books,” posters decorated the walls, and book 
marks were distributed. Many children, their parents and teachers 
visited the library and enjoyed looking over the new books. Again 
this year it was a pleasure to see the large number of new readers, 
who registered for the first time. 


The main library walls received a much needed coat of paint., 
and favorable comments have been received about the improved 
appearance of the library. This work was done by the Leveille 
Paint Company of Berlin. 


The Trustees wish to thank the staff, Mrs. Sheridan, Miss 
Lafin, Mrs. Thompon and Mrs. Vogel, for their faithful and con- 
scientious service. Also the substitutes, Mrs. Marion Steady and 
Mrs. Inez Hamlin, for their faithful assistance to the staff.

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Report of Public Works 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and City Council 
Berlin, New Hampshire 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report of the Public Works Department 
for year ending February 1, 1959. 

To begin with our fiscal year started out with snow to an extent 
never before recorded in the city of Berlin, and equipment and 
men worked to the breaking point trying to keep our streets at 
least open to travel. I think we were successful in this attempt 
even though at times some streets got so narrow that two cars 
had a hard time to pass. 

A great deal of outside equipment had to be hired to keep up. 
with the storms and this in the long run proved to be quite an 
expensive item. 

Ice removal in the spring also was quite a task after the large 
amount of snowfall but we were quite fortunate that the snow 
melted rather slowly and no great damage to the streets occurred. 


Clean-up Week 
Come spring, come Clean-up-week which I think has been im- 
properly named because the Public Works Department hauled 
trash from people’s back yards for five weeks until all calls 
received were taken care of. 


Sweeping Streets 

All sidewalks and streets were swept as soon as the snow left, 
some by hand and some with the mechanical sweeper. From then 
through the summer months the mechanical sweeper was kept 
going, sometimes on two shifts, to try to keep our city as clean 
as possible, but this is quite a job in itself to keep seventy (70) 
miles of street swept with one sweeper, so at times sweepings were 
dumped on the streets and picked up by trucks and the Parks and 
Playgrounds bucket loader. 


Along with this came our cleaning of catch basins of its winter 
accumulation of sand and dirt. 
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Concrete Pipe Plant 
The Concrete Pipe Plant was not operated to a very large extent 
this year, as it usually operates during slack time of which we had 
very little this year, but while it was in production a good deal 
of 36-inch and 12-inch pipe was made. 


Sand 


A great deal of sand was stock piled for the winter this year 
and it has proved to be a God send in that the icy conditions of 
our streets during the last part of our fiscal year has drained on 
this stock pile to no end, and the barrels that have been put out in 
hilly sections of our city have been used by the public to no little 
extent and I hope to increase and carry on this action as long as 
the public usage warrants their use. It has also saved the city a 
great deal of money in not having as many call outs for icy condi- 
tions that cannot be fulfilled on a moment’s notice at any time. 


Sewer Maintenance 


Several more troublesome sewers were repaired this year and 
there are a few more left to be done, these will be taken care of 
as soon as the available time is found to do this work. 


Cemeteries 
The regular care of cemeteries was carried on this year and 
some work was done on the New Cemetery that is to be con- 
structed across the state road from the new City Cemetery and 
south of St. Kieran’s Cemetery. 


New Equipment Purchased 
The following equipment was bought by the Public Works 
Department during the year 1958: 
1 Dodge Dump Truck 
1 Snow Go 
Z-Pick Up. Tracks 


Sewers 
Sewers were not in demand as much this year as in the past due 
to a lag in home construction but several old sewers that had 
become inadequate were relaid and a great many catch basins were 
installed to cut down on our street drainage problems. 


Street Construction 
The big street construction problem this year was the recon- 
struction of Hutchins Street from Napert Village to Columbia 
Road. This caused a lot of grief to the people of Napert Village 
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and to folks using the east side main artery, even though the road 
is now passable there is a great deal of work that still has to be 
done in the area. Several other streets and intersections were 
widened and repaved, such as the Hillside Avenue extension and 
Portland Street section between Prospect Street and Lincoln 
Avenue. These sections should have a finish coat applied this 
year. 


Another change in our street maintenance has been a switch 
from using Cold Patch to one of using Hot Asphaltic Concrete 
for patching streets, as soon as the temperature and conditions 
permit. 


City Garage Maintenance 


This year we have increased our shop maintenance crew and 
spent a great deal of money to put our equipment in better and 
safer operating condition, and I think it has had a great deal of 
effect on the morale of the employees and the citizens of the city 
as a whole. I do hope that the coming year will give us an increase 
in our heavy equipment department as this is needed very badly. 


Engineering 


The Engineering Department was somewhat handicapped this 
year by our Engineering Assistant being in Uncle Sam’s Service 
for six months and no one replaced him. However, engineering on 
the proposed Airport Lighting and other engineering items usually 
carried on by the city were taken care of as soon as possible. 


Rubbish and Ash Collection 


Rubbish has increased a great deal in the last few years both 
in quantity per family and the number of families collected from, 
and extensions were made on all runs. In fact, a third garbage 
packer will be needed by the city this year if garbage is to be 
economically removed. 


Along with this, garbage disposal was changed from one of open 
dump burning to one of sanitary land fill and a great raid was 
made on the rat infestation with the cooperation of the Depart- 
ment of Health. This method of garbage disposal made quite an 
increase in the cost of disposal but benefits the area and town in 
many ways.
